The wearer is a member of the National Square 
Dance Campers Association, whose objective is to encourage those interested in 
both Modern Western Style Square Dancing and Camping, to combine these two act- 
ivities for mutual enjoyment. 


Right now, the active N.S.D.C.A groups are in the Midwest, but New Jersey 
seems to be an ideal part of the country for another group. The plan is to 
hold family camp weekends, perhaps two or three each camping season, at selected 
sites where a suitable location exists for square dancing. Membership is re- 
stricted to members of recognized square dance clubs who also camp, using tent, 
trailer, station wagon, etc., but not motel type accomodation.
